ORANJESTAD - Koninklijke 
Luchtvaart Maatschappij 
(KLM)’s decisions concerning 
her operations to the West 
have always been based 
on commercial motivation 
backed by privileges from the 
different governments in the 
Kingdom. Oftentimes when 
privileges are lacking, real 
dedication and commitment 
can be effective replacement. 
This year KLM celebrates 
75 years of the start of her 
operations in the West, flying 
to Suriname, Curasao and its 
Dependants (Aruba, Bonaire, 
Sint Maarten, Saba and Statia). 
Now after so many years of 
traversing over the Atlantic 
Ocean from Amsterdam to 
the Aruba and vice versa, this 
route appears less feasible in 
the economic sense than ever 
before. 

KLM’s operations in the 
Caribbean date back to 1929 
when the Government of 
Holland sent mr. U.F.M. 
Dellaerts, Manager of Schiphol 
airport and mr. D. de Vries, 
General Traffic Manager of 
KLM to the West to advise 
the Governments of Curasao 
and Suriname on the legal, 
technical and commercial 
aspects of commercial 
aviation. In addition, they 
were asked to examine the 
possibilities of establishing a 
Dutch airline in the Caribbean. 
However, considering the 
three other airlines which 
were operating at the same 
time, namely SCADTA 
from Colombia, Compagnie 
Generate Aeropo stale from 
France and Pan Am from the 
United States, this endeavour 


was found not to be financially 
feasible. In 1934 after a 
long and historic flight, the 
first KLM aircraft landed in 
Suriname and Curasao. This 
became the starting point for 
its commercial operations 
which began in January of the 
following year. 

When settingup the operations, 
KLM requested and received 
all support it required from 
the Government of Curasao, 
while the Aruban airline, 
Caribbean Flying Services, 
had to stop its operations in 
that year because of lack of 
the same. Thus from 1935 
onwards, KLM had no direct 
competition on the routes to 
and from the ABC-islands as 
all three previously mentioned 
foreign airlines ceased their 
operations here. 

After 30 years of operation 
in Curasao, KLM established 
in 1964 the Antilliaanse 


Luchtvaart Maatschappij, 
ALM. This airline’s primary 
missionwasto feedpassengers 
in the KLM network from 
the ABC to Amsterdam and 
vice versa, while remaining a 
regional airline. 

With the development of 
civil aviation and commercial 
air transportation, countries 
started to formalize their 
air transport relations in 
air transport agreements or 
treaties. As Curasao and its 
Dependants were governed 
by The Hague, KLM was the 


only designated airline for 
the Kingdom in its relations 
with other countries. In the 
negotiations leading to the 
Charter of the Kingdom, where 
Suriname and the Netherlands 
Antilles would be offered 
more autonomy from 
The Hague, the issue of air 
transport was heavily debated 
as The Hague wanted this to 
be a Kingdom affair. As such, 
the minister in The Hague 
would attend all issues related 
to civil aviation.

Suriname and the Netherlands 
Antilles accepted on the basis 
that this condition would 
expire in 10 years. Thus, 
in 1967 the partners of the 
Kingdom in the West were 
allowed to determine their 
own air transport policy, 
with the understanding that 
they would weigh the other 
partners’ interests in air 
transport when dealing with a 
foreign country. 

In the 1981 Protocol related 
to Air Transportation between 
the Netherlands and the 
Netherlands Antilles, it was 
decided that traffic on the route 
between the Kingdom partners 
(grand cabotage) was strictly 
reserved for the designated 
carriers of the Kingdom. 

In a cooperation agreement 
between KLM and ALM, it 
was agreed that ALM would 
not operate those routes. For 
this ALM could place part 
of its personnel, consisting 
of many Arubans, on these 
KLM Mid-Atlantic flights as 
well as receive royalties for its 
concession. 

On January 1, 1986 Aruba 
awoke as a new country in the 
Kingdom of the Netherlands in 
a difficult economic situation. 
With unemployment being 
at an all time high, tourism 
seemed to be the only industry 
that could bring an upheaval 
in a short time frame. 

To achieve this, all doors 
were set wide open to foreign 
airlines; a liberal air transport 
policy would be the name of 
the game to set the tourist 
flow in motion. In the first 
months of her status aparte 
Aruba had signed “open 
skies” agreements with the 
United States and Venezuela, 
the two biggest tourist markets 
for Aruba, which caused a 
stir with the partners in the 
Kingdom. 

Aruba wanted to negotiate 
a separate protocol with the 
Netherlands; the intention 
being that Aruba should 
have a national airline. The 
Netherlands ’ delegation, 
consisting of KLM and 
Rijksluchtvaartdienst, was 
very skeptical of creating a 
different protocol for Aruba 
and preferred to have the 
same air transport protocol as 
the one in existence between 
the Netherlands and the 
Netherlands Antilles. But 


since the opening of the first 
high rise hotel, the Aruba 
Caribbean Hotel in 1959, the 
island government of Aruba 
has had a semi-liberal attitude 
towards airlines that showed 
interest in bringing tourists for 
our hotels. Signing a restrictive 
air transport protocol with the 
Netherlands would have thus 
restricted efforts to attract 
airlines from other (European) 
countries. 

The Netherlands is the 
European champion in 
liberalization of international 
air transport. Aruba as a 
newcomer also saw the 
advantages of a liberal air 
transport agreement. Logic 
dictates that an agreement 
between the two would be 
reached with little difficulty. 
Thus it came to pass that 
since the end of 1986, 11 
rounds of negotiations took 
place between KLM and Air 
Transport Authorities of the 
Netherlands and Aruba, with 
the irritation for the way 
Aruba was persisting on her 
intentions. 

After noting that Aruba had 
signed a liberal air transport 
agreement with Venezuela, 
the leader of KLM negotiating 
team remarked: “If you can be 
so generous with Venezuela, 
why don’t you go there and 
ask them for development 
aid too?” In light of the need 
to fill the hotel rooms, the 
minister of Transport and 
Communications of Aruba 
went to several national 
airlines in Europe to offer 
them the necessary operating 
permits if they were willing to 
fly to Aruba. The leader of the 
Dutch delegation commented: 
“ The minister went to hand 
out permits as if they were hot 
cakes”. 

Air Aruba was established in 
1988. An air transport protocol 
was reached between Aruba 
and The Netherlands in 1989, 
and talks began between KLM 
and Air Aruba on a possible 
cooperation agreement 

similar to that between KLM 
and ALM. Unfortunately, 
negotiations broke down as 
KLM was intransigent and 
Air Aruba proceeded to lease 
an aircraft to start operations 
to Frankfurt and Amsterdam. 
To introduce its services to 
the market, Air Aruba used a 
promotional fare to fly Aruba- 
Amsterdam and vice versa. 
Air Aruba operated two flights 
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a week on these routes, all 
the while fighting negative 
campaigning and cut-throat 
competition from KLM, 
which eventually proved too 
much. Aruba’s national airline 
had to withdraw in 1994 with 
deep scars. Air Aruba did not 
recuperate from these financial 
wounds and had to stop its 
operations completely. 

Not long after the demise of Air 
Aruba, negotiations restarted 
and finally in 1999 the “Open 
Skies” Protocol between 
Aruba and The Netherlands 
was signed, similar with what 
The Netherlands has with 
many other countries since 
1992. This Protocol lifted all 
barriers on traffic, designation 
of airlines, tariffs, freedom 
rights, scheduled and charter 
operations. Restrictions for 
cabotage or grand cabotage 
were dropped completely. 

This Protocol opened the 
opportunity for more airlines 
to challenge the monopoly 
KLM had on the Aruba- 
Amsterdam route, with the 
backing of different fair 
competition rules established 
by the EU. 

However, to help KLM in 
her marketing, the European 
Division of the Aruban 
Tourism Authority had been 
going to all major European 
cities to promote travel to 
Aruba with KLM. 

To the disappointment of the 
tour-operators and Arubans 
flying to and from The 
Netherlands, KLM reduced 
its daily flights in 2005 to 
4-5 in 2006; then further 
reduced these to a single 
straight flight, two via Sint 
Maarten and one via Bonaire 


in 2007. Last year these were 
reduced again to two via Sint 
Maarten and two via Bonaire 
and recently it was announced 
that flights to Aruba will be 
halted completely by the end 
of March 2009. 

Reasons for stopping 
operations included a loss in 
profits, the current economic 
crisis and the environment 
tax (flight tax) charged by the 
Dutch authorities. 

No protection, no privileges, 
no flights 

KLM’s history in the West 
and the arguments presented 
by KLM authorities leave 
many doubts as to the real 
reasons for KLM’s complete 
withdrawal from Aruba. 
During the periods of 
no competition on the 
Amsterdam-Aruba route, 
KLM was operating up to 
seven flights a week. When 
a competitor appeared, KLM 
decided to reduce its flights 
to four indirect flights. 
Puzzlingly, KLM made itself 
less competitive by increasing 
the price of the ticket, making 
it more expensive to travel 
directly to Aruba from 
Amsterdam, versus to Bonaire 
or Curasao. 

KLM has been looking for 
scapegoats, like competition 


from charter flights from other 
European gateways. But these 
are so welcome because KLM 
has not been able to serve these 
routes with sufficient capacity 
at a reasonable price. 

Lastly, the load factor on the 
Aruba-Amsterdam route was 
apparently not less than 80%. 
Even if it was less, KLM 
should not blame it on lack 
of promotion or too much 
competition. A reduction in 
the number of flights and an 
increase in fare have certainly 
dissuaded passengers to 
fly with KLM. A comer 
supermarket that used to be 
open every day and now is 
only open twice a week is sure 
to see a reduction in customers, 
certainly if the price of the 
groceries increases as well. 
Conclusion 

Have the colonial-esque 
protection and privilege 
structure and the ensuing 
monopoly position allowed 
KLM to develop a complacent 
attitude towards its operations 
to Amba? Does KLM now 
prefer to back out rather 
than to fight for its long-held 
position? 

The saying goes: The real 
failure is not the one who 
doesn’t get his goals, but the 
one who gives up.Q

Money value and the demands 
of daily life threaten to 
replace moral values in the 
market economy and in the 
private lives of too many in 
an increasingly consumer 
society. The destructive 
effects of this evolution are 
seen in the breakdown of 
families, the erosion of the 
social fibers in communities, 
debt levels that cannot be 
sustained and widespread 
criminal behaviour. 

Now more than ever with an 
economic crisis knocking 
at our doors, our the first 
reaction could be to put self 
interest and self preservation 
as our highest priority. But it 
is right now that we have to 
come together as a people and 
help each other. Make each 
other strong so that Aruba as 
a nation can weather this next 
storm and even better come 
out even stronger. 

The concern with the erosion 
of the social fibers in our 
communities, the placing 
of a relatively high value 
on the possession of wealth 
and material goods, the 
misbalance between self- 
interest and common interest 
and the hope that we can 
Seek A Newer World have 
become the source for much 
will for change, idealism and 
reflection, politically and 
academically, on the ways to 
turn the tide and foster caring 
and sharing communities. 


Rather than coercing behavior 
via laws, we can by using one’s 
“moral voice” to persuade 
fellow citizens to community 
norms. 

For this moral voice we find 
a compass in the dreams and 
works of our fathers. 

Joe .. .like you, I lost my father 
at a very young age, he was also 
just celebrating a hard fought 
electoral victory when destiny 
unexpectedly called. I was five 
years old, we were 8 brothers 
and sisters. At that age you are 
too young to understand what 
their causes and ideals were, 
but their hard work and lasting 
legacies leave clear footprints, 
the souls their idealism touch 
in life ...live long after 
they passed away and give 
guidance and inspiration to 
the next generation. 
Overcoming these losses with 
motherly love and teaching: 
faith in our Maker, great values 
such as honesty, integrity and 
hard work, Grateful to all who 
helped during the most trying 
of times; families who helped 
carry the burden of loss, friends 
who extended a helping hand.

ORANJESTAD - In a room full 
of ATIA Members, the biggest 
commercial organization 
in Aruba that celebrates 65 
years of existence next year, 
welcomed its new president, 
Stephen Daal. The well known 
Juan David Yrausquin stepped 
down from his appointed 
position of President of ATIA, 
which held for the past two 
years and now fills the position 
of Vice-President, according 
to the ATIA statutes. 

The intention is that ATIA 
will go through a process 
of re-organization where in 
the near future it will apply 
the same principles AHATA 
does, of having a Director 
who manages daily activities, 
and also functions as the 
representative of the company. 


In suit with this, ATIA proudly 
announces that they have come 
to an agreement with VNO- 
NCW, whom are the largest 
commercial organization in 
the Netherlands, to lend them 
a hand with this process. The 
members of ATIA granted 
their unanimous approval for 
the scheduled changes. 

During this transition period, 
Stephen Daal will be at 
the head of ATIA in a new 
structure where a different 
person will lead the meetings 
and all board members will 
manage a separate area in 
ATIA like for example, labor, 
integrity, financial matters, 
arbitrary decisions etc. 
Members that have been 
re-elected to the board 
are, Stephen Daal, Frank 



Snijders, Jurgen van Schaijk 
and Prakash Gupta. Newly 
elected members are, Michel 
Henriquez, Robert Croes II, 
Wim Hoenink and Enrique 
“Tito” de Cuba. Members 
that stay on due to prior- 
appointment are Juan David 
Yrausquin, Michelle Winklaar 
and Greg Peterson. 

In his final speech, Juan David 
Yrausquin expressed that 
when he was studying at the 
University of IVA Driebergen 
in the Netherlands, they 
thought him “to stand out above 
the crowd. In contradiction, 
here in Aruba they teach you, 
if you stick your ahead above 


crowd it’ll be chopped off.” 
With this said, the former 
president of ATIA reviewed 
all the attempts to maintain the 
lines of communication open 
with the reigning government. 
He explained that even though 
this was a very difficult task, 
at certain instances the lines of 
communication were working 
properly and this lead to wise 
decisions being made that did 
not lead to negative effects for 
ATIA members and Aruba in 
general. He also expressed 
that ATIA needs to be ready 
to sever these ties, if the 
government is proceeding in 
a harmful and irresponsible 


manner. He reminded all in 
attendance that one of the main 
statutes of ATIA, that was 
determined almost 65 years 
ago, was of promoting proper 
ethics and transparency in all 
ways, it’s not for not that the 
ATIA logo contains the word 
integrity. 

In conclusion, Juan David 
Yrausquin thanked the 
members and the board of 
directors of ATIA for their 
support during the past 2 
years. He assured them that it 
was an honor and privilege to 
lead them. He wished Stephen 
Daal and his directors all the 
best for the future. □

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Once-a-day heart combe pill shows promise in study

ORLANDO, Fla. - It’s been 
a dream for a decade: a single 
daily pill combining aspirin, 
cholesterol medicine and blood 
pressure drugs — everything 
people need to prevent heart 
attacks and strokes in a cheap, 
generic form. Skeptics said 
five medicines rolled into a 
single pill would mean five 
times more side effects. Some 
people would get drugs they 
don’t need, while others would 
get too little. One-size-fits-all 
would turn out to fit very few, 
they warned. Now the first 
big test of the “polypill” has 
proved them wrong. 

The experimental combo pill 
was as effective as nearly all 
of its components taken alone, 
with no greater side effects, 
a major study found. Taking 
it could cut a person’s risk 
of heart disease and stroke 


roughly in half, the study 
concludes. 

The approach needs far more 
testing — as well as approval 
from the Food and Drug 
Administration, somethingthat 
could take years — but it could 
make heart disease prevention 
much more common and more 
effective, doctors say. 

“Widely applied, this could 
have profound implications,” 
said Dr. Robert Harrington, 
an American College of 
Cardiology spokesman and 
chief of Duke University’s 
heart research institute. 
“President Obama is trying to 
offer the greatest care to the 
greatest number. This very 
much fits in with that.” 

The polypill also has big 
psychological advantages, 
said Dr. James Stein of the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Madison. 

“If you take any medicines, 
you know that every pill you 


see in your hand makes you 
feel five years older. Patients 
really object to pill burden” 
and respond by skipping 
doses, he said. 

No price for the polypill has 
been disclosed, but its generic 
components cost only a total of 
$17 a month now and doctors 
expect the combo would sell 
for far less. 

The study was led by Dr. Salim 
Yusuf of McMaster University 
in Hamilton, Ontario, and Dr. 
PremPaisofSt. John’s Medical 
College in Bangalore, India. 
The findings were presented 
Monday at the cardiology 
college’s conference in 
Florida and published online 
by the British medical journal 
Lancet. 

The study tested the 
Polycap, an experimental 
combo formulated by 
Cadila Pharmaceuticals of 
Ahmedabad, India. It contains 
low doses of three blood 


Super-chemo targets cancer spreading to the liver

WASHINGTON - Bill Darker grinned as he 
headed into the operating room for a dramatic 
experiment: A super-high dose of chemotherapy 
dripped directly into his cancer-ridden liver, 10 
times more than patients normally can tolerate. 
Not to fear. Working through small puncture 
holes, doctors sealed off Darker’s liver and 
washed most of the toxic medication from his 
blood so it didn’t poison the rest of his body. 
It’s a rigorous effort to fight a notorious 
killer, cancer that has spread to the liver from 
elsewhere in the body and left patients with 
few options and little time. 

“I’ve always wanted to treat this cancer very 
aggressively since I know the prognosis is very 
dim,” said Darker, 46, who managed to save 
his eye from ocular melanoma only to have the 
cancer spread tentacles in his liver. “I just take 
the gloves off and go for it.” 

Three times, so far, he has flown from his 
home in Imperial Beach, Calif., to the National 
Institutes of Health in suburban Washington 
to repeat the experimental therapy. Before his 
last round, Darker’s liver tumors had shrunk by 
about a third. 

Now a study at NIH and 10 other hospitals 
nationwide aims to show whether that kind of 
shrinkage makes enough of a difference in the 
length and quality of recipients’ lives, and is 
safe enough, for Food and Drug Administration 
approval to treat eye or skin melanoma that 
spreads to the liver. 

“It seems like a good weapon,” said Dr. 
Marybeth Hughes of the NIH’s National 
Cancer Institute, as she prepared to treat Darker 
last week. “If it works effectively it would be 
very important, because the only other choice 


patients have is constant chemotherapy.” 

More than 200,000 U.S. patients a year learn 
that various types of cancer — from the eye, 
skin, colon, pancreas — have metastasized, 
or spread, to the liver. Whatever the original 
tumor type, few survive beyond a year or two. 
Often, cancer this aggressive hits multiple 
organs. But up to 40,000 patients a year have a 
life-threatening metastasis confined just to the 
liver. 

They’re the target of the new approach, called 
PHP, for percutaneous hepatic perfusion. While 
the melanoma research is furthest along, NIH 
is beginning smaller studies with certain other 
liver metastases. 

How do you seal off a liver? With balloons 
similar to those used in heart surgery, only 
bigger. 

Darker lay under general anesthesia as NIH’s 
Dr. Elliot Levy carefully threaded a catheter 
through an artery in his left leg all the way up 
to where it branches off into the liver. 

Then came catheter No. 2, through a vein in the 
right leg and up to the vena cava, the highway 
where blood normally flows from the liver into 
the heart. 

This tube bore an uninflated balloon at each end 
and holes in the middle. Guided by sophisticated 
X-ray images, Levy inflated the balloons at the 
top and bottom of the liver, blocking blood’s 
normal exit route. 

The tube’s holes capture chemo-saturatedblood 
and reroute it out of the body, to a pump where 
filters scrub away the drug. Filtered blood re¬ 
enters the body through a tube in the neck. 

It’s done with team precision. “Initiating 
bypass, 10:31,” doctors called. 

Is the seal good? They injected a dye to be sure. 
No leaks.□

pressure medicines (atenolol, 
ramipril and the “water pill” 
thiazide), plus the generic 
version of the cholesterol¬ 
lowering statin drug Zocor, 
and a baby aspirin (100 
milligrams). 

Doctors have talked about 
such a possibility for years. 
As the patents on many 
heart medicines expired and 
the drugs became available 
as cheap generics, a few 
companies started trying to 
develop all-in-one pills. 
Formulating a single pill of 
five drugs that work in five 
different ways is a complex 
task — more complex than 
simply mixing the medicines. 
Pills have coatings and other 
ingredients that control the 
rate at which the medicine is 
released into the bloodstream. 
The polypill must be designed 
so that the five drugs work as 
intended. 

The Polycap is the furthest 
along, and this is the largest 
study of one so far. 

The study involved about 
2,000 people at 50 centers 
across India, average age 54, 
with at least one risk factor for 
heart disease — high blood 
pressure, high cholesterol, 
obesity, diabetes or smoking. 
Four hundred were given the 
polypill. The rest were placed 


in eight groups of200 and given 
individual components of the 
pill or various combinations. 
Treatment lasted 12 weeks. 
Compared to groups given 
no blood pressure medicines, 
those who got the polypill 
lowered their systolic blood 
pressure (the top number) by 
more than 7 units and their 
diastolic (the bottom number) 
by about 6 — comparable to 
levels for people who were 
given the three drugs without 
aspirin and the cholesterol 
drug. 

These drops were modest, 
probably because doses were 
low and most participants had 
only moderately high blood 
pressure to start with, Yusuf 
said. 

LDL, or bad cholesterol, 
dropped 23 percent on the 
polypill versus 28 percent in 
those taking the statin drug 
separately. 

Triglycerides dropped 10 
percent on the combo pill 
versus 20 percent with 
individual statin use. Neither 
pill affected levels of HDL, or 
good cholesterol. 

Anti-clotting effects seemed 
the same with the polypill as 
with aspirin alone. 

Side effect rates were the same 
for the polypill as for the five 
medicines individually. □

- Oil fell nearly 6 percent 
to below $50 a barrel on 
Monday, weighed down 
by the stronger U.S. dollar 
and a slump on global stock 
markets. 

The U.S. government’s 
rejection of turnaround plans 
for troubled automakers GM 
(GM.N) and Chrysler also 
dampened investor sentiment 
and encouraged selling. 

U.S. oil for May delivery 
fell $2.99 to $49.39 a barrel 
by 12:34 p.m. EDT, off an 
earlier low of $49.04. The 
contract fell $1.96 to settle 
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at $52.38 a barrel on Friday, 
pulling back from Thursday’s 
four-month high. 

London Brent crude fell 
$2.95 to $49.03 on Monday. 
“Stock markets have taken a 
bit of a pounding, the dollar 
has improved and the U.S. 
car industry news — these 
have all put a lot of pressure 
on oil markets this morning,” 
said Rob Montefusco, a 
trader at Sucden Financial in 
London. 

U.S. stocks followed 
European and Asian markets 
lower on Monday after the 
Obama administration’s 
autos task force rejected 
turnaround plans for GM and 
Chrysler, raising the prospect 
of bankruptcies that could 
further hurt the ailing U.S. 
economy. 

This renewed spirit of 
risk aversion strengthened 
the U.S. dollar, which 
rose against other major 
currencies, adding downward 
pressure on oil prices. 

Oil has had a bullish first 
quarter of 2009, closing 
on Friday some 17 percent 
higher than the start of the 
year, after stock markets 
rallied and oil supplies were 
tightened as the Organization 
of the Petroleum Exporting 
Countries curbed exports. 

WEAK GLOBAL 
ECONOMY 

However, the global economy 
remains weak, leaving 
analysts skeptical over the 


longevity of oil’s rally. 
Industrial output from Japan, 
the world’s No. 3 energy 
consumer, fell by a greater- 
than-expected 9.4 percent in 
February, as weak demand 
weighed on the country’s 
economy. 

The Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and 
Development said on Sunday 
that unemployment rates 
were set to reach double 
digits in many developing 
and advanced countries. 
However, analysts said any 
signs the U.S. economy was 
stabilizing offered some 
underlying support for oil, 
keeping prices above the 
psychologically important 
$50 a barrel level. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama said in an interview 
published on Sunday he saw 
“glimmers of stabilization” 
in some areas of the U.S. 
economy, including pockets 
of the domestic housing 
market. 

Leaders of the Group of 20 
developed and developing 
nations meet on April 2, with 
OPEC hoping it will agree 
measures to shore up the 
global economy and bolster 
oil demand. Gulf OPEC 
producers see an oil price of 
about $50 a barrel as good 
enough for now given the 
global economic slowdown 
and the seasonal fall in fuel 
demand, a senior Gulf OPEC 
delegate said on Monday. □

NEW YORK - Wall Street’s 
March rally is on hold after 
the White House rejected 
turnaround plans from General 
Motors Corp. and Chrysler and 
gave investors an economic 
reality check. 

Major indexes fell about 3 
percent Monday, including the 
Dow Jones industrial average, 
which lost about 254 points 
but finished well off its lows. 
Financial stocks weighed 
heavily on the market amid 
worries that banks will need 
fresh injections of capital. 
Fears of an automaker 
bankruptcy have been looming 
over investors for months, and 
the latest developments, which 
included the removal of GM’s 
CEO Rick Wagoner, made 
the market even more uneasy 
not only about the industry, 
but the overall economy. 
However analysts said the 
pullback, which began with 
a 148-point drop in the Dow 
Friday, wasn’t surprising after 
the average surged 21 percent 
over just 13 days. 

“The market had a very 
significant rally off the 
lows,” said David Katz, chief 
investment officer at Matrix 
Asset Advisors. “We think it’s 
just taking a breather.” 
According to preliminary 
calculations, the Dow tumbled 
254.16, or 3.3 percent, to 
7,522.02. The Dow was down 
as much as 339 points so the 
market’s ability to end off its 
lows on light trading volume 
could signal that investors 
aren’t ready to give up on the 
rally. 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index fell 28.41, or 3.5 percent, 
to 787.53, while the Nasdaq 
composite index fell 43.40, or 
2.8 percent, to 1,510.80. 
Despite the two-day retreat, 
the Dow is still up 975 points, 
or 14.9 percent, from its low 
on March 9, when it ended 
at its worst levels since April 
1997. The S&P 500 index is 
still up 16.4 percent from its 
low. 

The March rally was fed 
by economic and corporate 
reports that were starting to 
look more encouraging. Now, 
investors are taking money 
out of the market ahead of 


economic numbers this week 
and first-quarter earnings in 
the weeks ahead, fearing that 
disappointing data, including 
the government’s March 
employment report on Friday, 
will set the market back. 

The problems still facing 
automakers and banks gave 
investors more incentive to 
sell. 

President Barack Obama 
refused further long-term 
federal bailouts for GM 
and Chrysler, saying the 
companies needed to get more 
concessions from unions, 
creditors and others before the 
money could be approved. He 
also raised the possibility of 
controlled bankruptcy for one 
or both of the companies. 

“It was a pretty sharp reminder 
that there are some difficulties 
here,” said Matt King, chief 
investment officer at Bell 
Investment Advisors. 
Underscoring the fear that the 
financial industry’s troubles 
are far from over, Treasury 
Secretary Timothy Geithner 
said Sunday banks would 
likely need considerably 
more money. Also over the 
weekend, Spain was forced 
to bail out a bank for the first 
time since the financial crisis 
began. The Bank of Spain took 
control of a small savings bank 
and provided $12 billion in 
government funds to support 
it. 

Banks were a driving force 
behind the market’s rally 
in March and analysts now 
expect those shares to see 
some of the biggest declines 
as investors become more 
conservative ahead of the 
first-quarter earnings reports 
in the next few weeks. Bank 
of America Corp. fell 17.8 
percent Monday and Citigroup 
fell 11.8 percent. 

Many market watchers had 
called the recent upturn a bear 
market rally, or a temporary 
upturn within a bear market, 
defined as a 20 percent 
decline from a peak level. 
Rallies within bear markets 
can ratchet up big gains but 
also can easily come crashing 
down. 

“Twenty percent is a normal 
bear market rally,” said Ron 
Weiner, president and chief 
executive of Westport, Conn.- 
based investment advisory 


firm RDM Financial. “Testing 
bottoms is a long-term 
process.” 

With the economy still deeply 
troubled, some analysts say 
Wall Street may have gotten 
ahead of itself. 

“I think we had a huge run up 
... that was not really justified,” 
said Peter Jankovskis, co¬ 
chief investment officer 
at OakBrook investments. 
“There are a lot of negatives 
right now on the horizon.” 
Bank stocks had rallied on the 
hope that their first-quarter 
performance would be better 
than expected. But on Friday, 
the heads of JPMorgan Chase 
& Co. and Bank of America 
Corp. diminished some of 
those hopes when they said 
March has not been as good 
for business as the first two 
months of the year. 

“It’s just prudent to take profits 
nowadays,” said Weiner, 
who recently took half of 
his money out of a financial- 
based exchange-traded fund 
because of the recent gains. 
“You have to mix up cash with 
alternatives that act opposite 
from the market.” 

Bank of America dropped 
$1.31, or 17.9 percent, to 


$6.03. Citigroup Inc. shed 
31 cents, or 11.8 percent, to 
$2.31. 

GM plunged 92 cents, or 25.4 
percent, to $2.70. Chrysler is 
not publicly traded. 

Investors are also awaiting 
Thursday’s meeting in 
Fondon of G-20 leaders of 
industrialized and developing 
countries. The group is 
expected to increase financial 
regulation, but investors’ 
hopes for a coordinated 
fiscal boost are waning. The 
Financial Times, citing a draft 
of the meeting’s communique, 
reported there are no specific 
plans for a fiscal stimulus 


package. 

In other market moves, the 
Russell 2000 index of smaller 
companies dropped 13.03, or 
3 percent, to 415.97. 

About seven stocks fell for 
every one that rose on the 
New York Stock Exchange, 
where volume came to 1.5 
billion shares. 

Bond prices mostly rose as 
stocks fell. The yield on the 
benchmark 10-year Treasury 
note, which moves opposite 
its price, fell to 2.72 percent 
from 2.76 percent late Friday. 
The yield on the three-month 
T-bill was at 0.14 percent, up 
from 0.12 percent Friday. Q

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How Much Does It Cost?

The Nation — The General Accounting Office, at least, is 
still using the phrase “Global War on Terrorism,” when it 
adds up how much the wars in Iraq, Afghanistan, and related 
matters are costing us. Their latest report, issued Monday, 
March 30, is called: “Global War on Terrorism: Reported 
Obligations for the Department of Defense.” 

The bottom line: Since 2001, it’s $808 billion. (Of course, if 
you add collateral costs, interest, and so forth, you can get a 
much bigger number.) But there it is. 

As the report helpfully notes: 

After the terrorist attacks of September 11,2001, the President 
announced a Global War on Terrorism, requiring the collective 
instruments of the entire federal government to counter 
the threat of terrorism. Ongoing military and diplomatic 
operations overseas, especially in Iraq and Afghanistan, 
constitute a key part of GWOT. These operations involve 
a wide variety of activities, such as combating insurgents, 
training the military forces of other nations, and conducting 
small-scale reconstruction and humanitarian relief projects. 
It adds: 

About $187 billion has been provided for fiscal year 2008 
and about $65.9 billion has been appropriated for use in 
fiscal year 2009. DOD plans on requesting an additional 
$75.5 billion in supplemental funds for fiscal year 2009. 

Of the $808 billion, $28 billion has been spent on US 
military operations in defense of the “homeland,” under the 
rubric Operation Noble Eagle. The bulk, $533.5 billion, was 
spent in Iraq. And $124 billion was spent in Afghanistan 
(“Operation Enduring Freedom”), the Horn of Africa, and 
the Philippines. Most of that latter amount, of course, was 
spent in Afghanistan. The report adds: 

Recent increases in reported obligations for Operation 
Enduring Freedom are in part caused by higher troop levels 
in Afghanistan, the costs associated with training Afghan 
security forces, and the need to repair and replace equipment 
after several years of ongoing operations.

Obama must now convince his audience that 
the policies he ran on, and is implementing, are 
inseparable from the face that Europeans found 
so fashionable. He is no less compelled to prove 
to Americans that the warm reception he received 
as a candidate carries real diplomatic chits as 
president. 

The test for American allies, and perhaps even 
adversaries, is whether they can show that a turn 
from George W. Bush’s perceived unilateralism 
to Obama’s sought after multilateralism will 
serve not only their interests but U.S. interests 
as well. After all, if all politics is local then all 
international politics is national. Obama must 
demonstrate to Americans that using your words 
can, at times, carry one further than one’s might. 
It’s this combination of tests that frames Obama’s 
first extended trip abroad. The president begins 
tomorrow with the G-20 summit in London, 
aiming for a global response to a global financial 
crisis. On Thursday and Friday, Obama attends 
NATO’s 60th anniversary summit meeting in 
Strasbourg, France and in Baden-Baden and Kehl, 
Germany, where the commander-in-chief hopes 
to convince skeptical allies that they too have a 
stake in the U.S. war in Afghanistan. Obama then 
goes on to Prague, Ankara and finally Istanbul, 
where he hopes to convey that the election of a 
man named Barack and Hussein exemplifies that 
America is a nation of open minds. 

By trip’s end Obama though may have little 
to show for the diplomatic blitz. There is a 
heightened temptation abroad to scold America. 
Many U.S. allies and adversaries believe that 
the war in Iraq has undercut American national 
security clout and that the global recession has 
done the same to America’s economic authority. 
To much of the world, the United States is looking 
like the Wizard of Oz. The flash is mesmerizing 
but many nations question the country behind the 
curtain. They see an unregulated wild west with 
an unsustainable financial machine that depends 
on nations like China for endless credit. 

As Columbia Professor of International Affairs 
Michael W. Doyle put it: “The curtain is about to 


be raised... and he will walk out as the key actor.” 
The U.S. narrative, as Europe has long requested, 
though has changed. The executive order closing 
the Guantanamo Bay detention center within 
a year confirmed a willingness to heed world 
opinion. 

The staggered withdrawal of U.S. soldiers in Iraq 
should also help mend the tear in transatlantic 
relations. 

Even Americans are now second-guessing 
“cowboy capitalism.” There is a sense that hedge 
funds will be regulated like banks, though not 
to the extent that nations like France desire. The 
United States has also put its money where its 
mouth is, investing trillions in revitalizing its 
own economy at the moment it asks the same of 
the world powers. 

Obama’s election was the most powerful gesture 
of all that the United States has, in the president’s 
words, “turned the page.” European magazines 
covered themselves with photos of Obama during 
the campaign in a fashion rivaling those of David 
Beckham. It was just last summer that 200,000 
Germans crowded Berlin’s Tiergarten park to 
hear the candidate lecture on how to “save this 
planet” with an ethos of “global citizenship.” 

It is Europe however acting most parochial of 
late. On the eve of the G-20, French President 
Nicolas Sarkozy argues that “radical reform” 
of capitalism should be the top issue. German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel told reporters that she 
“will not let anyone tell” her “we must spend more 
money.” It was a most blunt, perhaps Bushian, 
challenge to Obama and British Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown’s effort to orchestrate trillions of 
dollars in global fiscal stimulus. 

The Spanish finance minister, Pedro Solbes, said 
he too opposes new large-scale spending. The 
Czech Republic’s prime minister characterized 
the United States’ push for a global stimulus 
as “the road to hell.” This rhetoric is hardly the 
statesmanship Europe has demanded of us. 

The responses are also indicative of European 
national politics. There is less urgency to exit the 
recession in continental Europe. The focus instead 
is on long-range solutions like an international 
financial regulatory structure. Continental 
Europe’s automatic stabilizers pump more money 
into the economy and its wider safety nets insulate 
its citizens from economic anxiety. Losing your 
job, across Europe, does not mean you lose your 
health insurance. □

FRESNO, California (AP) 
— Food safety officials 
said Monday they were 


investigating a central 
California plant that processed 
pistachios tied to nationwide 
recalls of trail mix and bagged 
nuts because of possible 
salmonella contamination. 

The California Department 
of Public Health said it was 
tracking nuts processed 
at Setton Farms in Tulare 
County, whose Web site 
describes it as the second- 
largest pistachio processor in 
the United States. 

State officials said Setton 
sent its roasted pistachios to 
the Georgia Nut Co., which 
recalled its Kraft Back to 
Nature Nantucket Blend trail 
mix on Wednesday. Setton 
Farms has initiated a separate 


recall of three lots of roasted 
pistachios tied to the positive 
results in the trail mix, state 
officials said. 

Grocery operator Kroger Co. 
said the California plant also 
supplied the line of pistachios 
it recalled because of possible 
salmonella contamination. 
Those nuts were sold in 31 
states. No illnesses have been 
reported. 

Setton Farms will recall 
a total of about 1 million 
pounds of pistachio products, 
said Dr. David Acheson, 
associate commissioner for 
foods at the Food and Drug 
Administration. Setton Farms 
did not immediately respond 
to calls for comment. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — On its final working day 


in office, the Bush administration redesignated eight 
countries as severe violators of religious freedom but 
waived possible sanctions against Saudi Arabia and 
Uzbekistan, officials said Monday. 

The moves were reported to principal members of 
Congress in late January but were not made public 
until Secretary of State Hillary Rodham Clinton’s 
State Department informed the U.S. Commission 
on International Religious Freedom about them last 
week, State officials said. 

On Friday, Jan. 16, former Secretary of State 
Condoleezza Rice signed documents labeling Saudi 
Arabia, Uzbekistan, Burma, China, Eritrea, Iran, 
North Korea and Sudan as “countries of particular 
concern” for abuse of religious worshippers. The 
Obama administration took office four days later, on 
Jan. 20. 

TheU.S. commission, anindependentcongressionally 
mandated panel that provides recommendations to the 
government on religious freedom matters, took issue 
with the timing of the designations and the waivers 
to Saudi Arabia and Uzbekistan. The commission 
also questioned Rice’s failure to add more countries 
to the blacklist. 

“The commission is disappointed that Secretary 
Rice refused to designate any new countries and that 


waivers were granted for both Uzbekistan and Saudi 
Arabia,” said Felice Gaer, the group’s chairwoman. 
“Religious freedom conditions in Uzbekistan and 
Saudi Arabia are appalling, and a specific U.S. 
government response is required.” 

The commission had wanted Rice to add Iraq, 
Pakistan, Turkmenistan and Vietnam to the list. 
Such a designation can bring about a range of U.S. 
sanctions unless a waiver is granted. 

The designations were the first by the Bush 
administration under the 1998 International Religious 
Freedom Act since 2006, when it named the same 
eight nations “countries of particular concern.” Bush 
officials also waived sanctions against Saudi Arabia 
and Uzbekistan in 2006. 

Normally the designations have been made annually. 
The commission said Rice’s last-minute move was 
“long overdue.” 

State Department officials, however, said the 
legislation is not clear about how often designations 
should be made, although the law requires the 
department to compile an annual report about the 
state of religious freedom around the world. 

The officials could not say why the Bush 
administration had waited for more than two years to 
issue a new list.Q

Many of the Pentagon’s biggest 
weapons programs remain well 
over budget as problems with 
the weapons buying process 
leads to higher price tags than 
originally planned for fighter 
jets, missiles, warships and 
other equipment, according to 
a report released Monday. 

In its annual assessment of the 
military’s 96 biggest defense 
contracts worth a total of 
$1.6 trillion, the Government 
Accountability Office found 
that the cost of buying those 
weapons was 25 percent, or 
$296 billion, higher in 2008 
than initial budgets. That 
was slightly better than the 
26 percent cost overruns the 
GAO reported for 2007. 

But the government auditing 
agency concluded that overall 
performance of the Pentagon’s 
acquisition system remains 
poor despite the modest 
annual improvement. Costs 


are driven up by factors such 
as initial budgets that lowball 
weapons prices and set much 
too optimistic schedules. 
Programs go forward even 
though their technology may 
be shaky. And the requirements 
for what the weapons should 
do often changes, pushing up 
prices. 

“The cumulative cost overruns 
are still staggering....and the 
problems are pervasive,” 
wrote Gene L. Dodaro, the 
GAO’s acting comptroller 
general, in a letter to Congress 
that accompanied the report. 
The Pentagon is under 
pressure to clamp down on 
cost overruns for its weapons 
programs, especially at a time 
when the federal government is 
pouring money into economic 
recovery plans. 

The Defense Department 
budget is the largest 
discretionary portion of the 
federal budget. In the 2009 
fiscal year, weapons made up 
about 36 percent of the overall 


$515 billion of Pentagon 
spending. 

A bill in Congress would 
require greater scrutiny on 
the early stages of defense 
contracts in an effort to make 
sure their budgets remain 
on track. In December, the 
Pentagon also revised its 
procurement guidelines to try 
to make sure that the military 
buys weapons that have 
properly tested and proven 
technology. 

The GAO noted that the 
changed focus may have 
helped contain cost overruns 
on newer programs like a 
replacement for the Humvee 
and an air-to-surface missile. 
It also said the slightly better 
performance in 2008 on cost 
growth was due in part to 
the fact that some poorly 
performing programs from 
2007 weren’t included in the 
latest survey. 

John Young, the Pentagon’s 
outgoing chief weapons 
buyer, wrote in a reply to the 


GAO that acquisition changes 
were having an effect. But 
he challenged the notion that 
the blame for persistent cost 
overruns lies solely with the 
military’s procurement staff. 
Changes made by Congress 
and Pentagon planners also 
help push up prices as they 


tinker with budgets, he said. 

“I believe we have made 
improvements,” Young wrote 
of the acquisition process. 
Some programs have managed 
to stay on budget. But of the 96 
the GAO studied, 64 showed 
cost growth from their original 
estimates. Q

behind GM and Chrysler 
service warranties and would 
provide tax incentives to new 
customers. 

But as the U.S. economic 
recession deepened and the 
auto giants sought more 
taxpayer money, the president 
was performing radical 
surgery that he foreshadowed 
even when he was running for 
office. During the campaign 
Obama was openly critical of 
the U.S. auto industry, voicing 
deep dissatisfaction with the 
way it had done business and 
the gas-guzzling vehicles it 
produced. 

Declaring Monday morning 
that he no longer would 
“excuse poor decisions” as 
the companies tried to survive 
on “an unending flow of tax 
dollars,” Obama said, “These 
companies and this industry 
must ultimately stand on 
their own, not as wards of the 
state.” 

The president acknowledge 
the pain arching through 
recession-ravaged U. S. 

communities caught in the 
decline of the industry and 
blamed “a failure of leadership 
from Washington to Detroit 
that led our auto companies to 
this point.” 

Obama stepped in after 
deciding General Motors 
Corp. and Chrysler LLC 
had submitted unacceptable 
restructuring plans in return 
for billions more dollars 
they said was needed to stay 
in business. The struggling 
companies were already 
being kept afloat with huge 
emergency government rescue 
loans. GM had received $13.4 


billion; Chrysler $4 billion. 
The two companies employ 
about 140,000 workers in the 
United States, and tens of 
thousands of more jobs could 
be in jeopardy in associated 
industries and businesses. 

Ford Motor Co., the third of 
the industry’s Big Three, has 
taken no government money 
and is not affected. 

In return for Wagoner’s 
resignation and a shake-up 
in the auto giant’s board, the 
administration will provide 
GM 60 days of operating 
money to work out an 
acceptable restructuring in 
the face of an inevitable 
bankruptcy should it fail. 

As a sweetener, Chrysler 
could get up to $6 billion if 
it completes the alliance with 
Fiat within 30 days. Chrysler 
and Fiat have been in talks, 
but Obama forced the issue. If 
a Chrysler-Fiat union cannot 
be completed, Washington 
plans to walk away, leaving 
Chrysler destined for a 
complete sell-off. No other 
money is available. 

At GM, president and chief 
operating officer Fritz 
Henderson takes over as 
CEO, the company said in 
a statement released early 
Monday. 

Board member Kent Kresa, 
the former chairman and CEO 
of defense contractor Northrop 
Grumman Corp., was named 
interim chairman of the GM 
board. 

New directors will make up the 
majority of GM’s board, the 
statement said. The directors 
who will be replaced have not 
yet been named. □

The winter storm was 
expected to bring up to a foot 
of snow and 30 mph winds 
that could weaken the levees 
with big waves. Officials 
acknowledged that no one 
knows whether the levees will 
withstand the punishment. 
“The difficulty with an epic 
flood is nobody has been 
through it before,” city 
Commissioner Tim Mahoney 
said. “You can’t ask someone, 
‘Hey, what’s going to happen 
next?”’ 

The Red River dropped to 
38.96 feet Monday, nearly 2 
feet below its peak but nearly 
21 feet above flood stage. City 
officials have said they would 
breathe easier when the river 
falls to 36 or 37 feet or lower. 
Authorities were not especially 
worried about the snowfall 
because flood levels will have 
dropped by the time it melts. 
But forecasters have warned 
all along that the river could 
still rise again. They believe 
the river could drop 2 more 
feet in the coming days before 
inching upward again. 

Some residents in the Fargo 
area said that Monday’s 
snowstorm amounted to a 
kick in the gut after a grueling 
week of filling sandbags and 
fortifying their homes against 
flooding, which was caused by 
heavier-than-average winter 
snows, combined with spring 
rains and an early freeze 
last fall that locked a lot of 
moisture into the soil. 

“You kind of feel like it’s a 
Bruce Willis film with the next 
challenge, next challenge, next 
challenge,” Mahoney said. 
Engineers are still worried 
that the levees could give 
way at any time, and they 
sent teams out to vulnerable 
areas Monday to strengthen 
the system. National Guard 
members placed sheets of 
plastic over the levees to 
shield them against waves. 
Corps engineer Tim Bertschi 
said when water pressure gets 
strong enough, the sandbags 
can begin to shift, a weakness 
that surging water will quickly 
exploit. 

Another potential problem is 
posed by large chunks of ice 
in the river’s currents. When 
those chunks hit a levee, 
they can speed its erosion 
or punch holes in the plastic 
sheeting. Once water gets in, 


a levee becomes much more 
susceptible to failure. 
“Anything you are going to 
build, you’ve got to suspect 
it’s going to fail at one time 
or another,” said Bill Buckler, 
an associate professor of 
geography at Youngstown 
State University in Ohio. 
National Guardsmen Brandon 
Nelson and Cody Renner 
shuffled along a Fargo dike 
just south of downtown on 
Monday, headed toward 
their assignment for the day: 
Monitor a small crack in an 
earthen dike. Should the crack 
in the dike go unmonitored 
and widen significantly, it 
could put the heart of Fargo at 
risk of flooding. 

So they checked the crack 
every 15 minutes, measuring 
its depth and prepared to 
notify the Army Corps of 
Engineers if it grew. Corps 
officials stood at the ready in 
a nearby parking lot. 

As the city waited for the 
storm, schools and many 
businesses were closed for 
a second week, meaning 
thousands of people are not 
drawing paychecks and are 
eager to get back to work. 

The blizzard “just makes 
everything miserable. People 


here are expecting anything 
now,” said Dick Schafer, a 
high school counselor who 
was using a shovel to break 
ice off his driveway as heavy, 
wet flakes fell. 

Fargo’s massive sandbagging 
began winding down after an 
around-the-clock volunteer 
effort. Fargo filled 3.5 million 
sandbags, and has an inventory 


of 450,000. 

Officials in Fargo and 
Moorhead say they have 
limited the damage to a small 
number of homes within 
Fargo’s city limits, but they 
have had to rescue about 300 
people by boat, and several 
outlying rural areas have seen 
significant flooding. 
Authorities also warned 
people to stay away from the 


Associated Press 
dangerous river. The Coast 
Guard caught a man paddling 
a canoe who apparently 
jumped a levee to get into the 
water, and authorities vowed 
to arrest anyone who took 
similar risks. 

Flooding statewide was 
blamed for two deaths in what 
health officials said were 
apparent heart attacks brought 
on by exertion. Q

12 die in bloody siege at Pakistan police academy

LAHORE, Pakistan (AP) 
— A group of gunmen, some 
in police uniforms, attacked 
a police academy Monday 
and held it for hours, seizing 
hostages, throwing grenades 
and killing at least six 
trainee officers before being 
overpowered by Pakistani 
commandos. 

Four suspected militants were 
arrested while at least three 
blew themselves up in the 
eight-hour battle to retake the 
compound on the outskirts of 
Lahore in eastern Pakistan, 
said Rao Iftikhar, a top 
government official in Punjab 
province. 

He said three other bodies 
were still unidentified. 

Interior Ministry chief 
Rehman Malik said one of the 
arrested man was an Afghan, 
and that investigators believe 
the attack may have its roots 
along Pakistan’s border with 
Afghanistan, where Taliban 
militants have hideouts. But 
Malik also pointed fingers at a 
Punjab-based Sunni extremist 
group and refused to rule out 
an Indian role. 

Meanwhile, a member of the 
Pakistani Taliban who uses the 
name Omar Farooq told The 
Associated Press by phone 
that a little-known group 
called Fedayeen al-Islam was 
behind the attack and that he 
was speaking on their behalf. 
“As long as the Pakistan troops 
do not leave tribal areas, these 
attacks would continue,” he 
said, referring to military 
operations in the lawless 
regions next to Afghanistan. 
Officials said more than 90 
officers were wounded and 
that some of the attackers 
wore police uniforms in 
Monday’s attack. As the siege 
ended, black-clad Pakistani 
commandos fired their guns 
in the air in celebration at the 


top of the building, shouting 
“God is Great!” and “Long 
live Punjab police!” 

The highly coordinated attack 
underscored the threat that 
militancy poses to the U.S.- 
allied, nuclear-armed country. 
It prompted Malik, Pakistan’s 
top civilian security official, to 
say that militant groups were 
“destabilizing the country.” 
The ambush on the Manawan 
Police Training School began 
as dozens of the officers 
carried out morning drills. 
About 700 trainees were inside 
at the time. 

“We were attacked with bomb s. 
Thick smoke surrounded us. 
We all ran in panic in different 
directions,” said Mohammad 
Asif, a wounded officer taken 
to a hospital. He described 
the attackers as bearded and 
young. 

Another officer, Ahsan 
Younus, told The Associated 
Press that some of the attackers 
wore police uniforms and took 
some of the police hostage. 

TV footage showed several 
frightened police officers 
jumping over the wall of 
the academy to flee. Some 
crouched behind the wall of 
the compound, their rifles 
pointed toward the parade 
ground where police said the 
attack took place. Farther back, 
masses of security forces and 
civilians monitored the tense 
standoff, taking shelter behind 
security and rescue vehicles. 
The forces had surrounded the 
compound, exchanging fire in 
televised scenes reminiscent of 
the militant siege in the Indian 
city of Mumbai in November 
and the attack on Sri Lanka’s 
cricketers earlier this month in 
Lahore. 

Armored vehicles entered the 
compound while helicopters 
hovered overhead. At times, 
explosions rocked the scene. 
At one point, security forces 
cornered several militants on 


the top floor of a building 
on the compound, where 
the gunmen held about 35 
hostages, Iftikhar said. 

“The eight hours were 
like eight centuries,” said 
Mohammad Salman, 23, one 
of the hostages. “It was like I 
died several times. I had made 
up my mind that it was all 
over.” 

Police captured one of the 
suspected gunmen six hours 
after the initial assault, 
dragging the scruffy, bearded 
man to a field outside the 
academy and kicking him. 

On the roof of the building 
where hostages were kept, 
an AP photographer saw 
body parts, blood and spent 
ammunition strewn about, 
and several police officers — 
apparently hostages — came 
out with their hands above 
their heads in fear. 

Pakistan has endured scores 
of suicide bombings and other 
attacks in recent years, and it 
faces tremendousU. S. pressure 
to eradicate al-Qaida and 
Taliban insurgents on its soil. 
Most of the violence occurs 
along the country’s northwest 
border with Afghanistan, but 
attacks have occurred in all 
the major cities. 

Monday’s attack occurred 
close to the Indian border. 

In name potential suspects, 
the Interior Ministry chief 
suggested the attack could 
have been staged by Lashkar- 
e-Jhangvi, a Punjab-based al- 
Qaida-linked terrorist group 
that has been implicated in 
several other attacks in the 
country. 

The attacks pose a major 
test for the weak, year-old 
civilian administration of 
Pakistani President Asif Ali 
Zardari, which has been 
gripped with political turmoil 
in recent weeks. The Obama 
administration has warned 
Pakistan that militancy 
threatens the nation’s very 
existence, while U.S. officials 
complain the country’s spy 
agencies still keep ties with 
some of the insurgent groups. 
Malik said Pakistan’s integrity 
was “in danger at this time” 
and suggested that a foreign 
country was interfering in the 
country’s domestic affairs, a 
possible reference to longtime 
foe India. □

The Korean Central News 
Agency report did not say 
when a trial might take place, 
but said preparations to indict 
the Americans were under 
way as the investigation 
continues. 

“The illegal entry of U.S. 
reporters into the DPRK 
and their suspected hostile 
acts have been confirmed 
by evidence and their 
statements,” the report said, 
referring to the country by its 
official name, the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea. 
The report did not elaborate 
on what “hostile acts” 
the journalists allegedly 
committed. 

Euna Lee and Laura Ling, 
reporters for former Vice 
President A1 Gore’s San 
Lrancisco-based Current TV 
media venture, were detained 
by North Korean border 
guards March 17. 

Their Korean-Chinese guide 
and a third American, Current 
TV cameraman Mitch Koss, 
reportedly escaped arrest but 
were detained by Chinese 
border guards. Koss since 
has left the country, China’s 
foreign Ministry said last 
Tuesday. 

An activist who helped the 
team plan their trip to China, 
the Rev. Chun Ki-won, said 
the three were on a reporting 
trip to interview North 


Korean defectors living in 
border areas at the time. He 
said he last spoke to Lee by 
phone early March 17 when 
they were near the Tumen 
River dividing the two 
countries. 

North Korea confirmed in a 
brief March 21 dispatch on 
KCNA that two Americans 
had been detained and 
were being investigated for 
“illegally intruding” from 
China. 

A report in South Korea’s 
JoongAng Ilbo newspaper 
said the two were undergoing 
“intense interrogation” at 
a military guesthouse in 
Pyongyang’s outskirts for 
illegal entry and alleged 
espionage. 

Conviction on charges of 
spying and illegally crossing 
the border could draw more 
than 20 years in prison for 
each under North Korea’s 
criminal code. 

The detentions come at a 
time of mounting tensions 
in the region as North Korea 
prepares to launch a rocket 
in coming days over the 
objections of its neighbors. 
Pyongyang has declared 
it will send a satellite into 
space sometime between 
April 4 and 8, but the U.S. 
and other nations suspect the 
launch will be a test of the 
country’s long-range missile 
technology. 

The U.S., South Korea 


and Japan have warned 
Pyongyang it risks sanctions 
by carrying out a launch 
prohibited under a U.N. 
Security Council resolution 
that bans the North from 
ballistic activity. 

KCNA said Tuesday that 
consular officials will be 
allowed contact with the 
detained reporters during the 
investigation. The suspects 
will be treated “according 
to the relevant international 
laws,” it said. 

Washington, which does not 
have diplomatic relations 
with Pyongyang, relies on 
the Swedish Embassy in 
the North Korean capital to 
represent the U.S. 

A Swedish diplomat 
met with the journalists 
individually over the 
weekend, State Department 
spokesman Gordon Duguid 
said in Washington. Duguid 
provided no other details 
about the journalists or the 
weekend visit Monday, citing 
privacy concerns. 

In Stockholm, Foreign 
Ministry spokeswoman 
Cecilia Julin confirmed that 
the meetings took place 
but declined to provide any 
details. 

Past detentions of Americans 
have required international 
intervention. In 1996, New 
Mexico Gov. Bill Richardson, 
then a congressman, went to 
North Korea to help secure 


the release of a U.S. citizen 
detained for three months on 
spying charges. 

In 1994, he helped arrange 
the freedom of a U.S. soldier 
whose helicopter had strayed 
into North Korea. 

North Korean authorities 
also have custody of a South 
Korean citizen who works 
in the two Koreas’ joint 
economic zone in Kaesong, 
just across the heavily 
militarized border, Seoul’s 


Unification Ministry said 
Monday. 

The man is accused of 
breaking North Korean law 
by denouncing Pyongyang’s 
political system and inciting 
North Korean workers to 
flee the communist country, 
ministry spokeswoman Lee 
Jong-joo said. North Korea 
has assured Seoul of his safety 
during an investigation, she

ORLANDO, Florida (AP) — Tiger Woods was down 
to his last shot at Bay Hill, tied for the lead as he 
measured a 15-foot birdie putt. That’s when he heard 
a lone voice among thousands of people packed into 
the grandstand behind the 18th green. 

“Some guy yelled out, ‘Playoff,Woods said with 
a smile. 

What was the guy thinking? 

Maybe he missed the Arnold Palmer Invitational the 
two times Woods made a 25-foot birdie putt on the 
last hole to win. Perhaps it was his first time to see 
the world’s No. 1 player, and he wasn’t aware that 
Woods has been making big putts like this since he 
was a teenager. 

It could be that Woods had been out of golf so long, 
the man simply wanted to see more of him. 

Woods knew the putt was going in when it was a 
few feet from the hole. He crouched and began to 
backpedal, then planted on his left knee — more 
proof the knee is as strong as ever — to wind up and 
pound his fist like a sledge hammer. 

The putt capped a dramatic final hour at Bay Hill 
that ended in near darkness and reminded golf what 
it had been missing during Woods’ eight-month 


absence while recovering from surgery. 

“It’s just about being there and somehow timing it 
right, and making putts at the right time, and pulling 
off shots at the right time,” Woods said. “We’re all 
trying to do it.” 

As usual, the timing could not have been better. 
Because of a two-hour rain delay, the final round 
did not start until just before 3 p.m. local time, and 
the broadcasters decided to stay on through the 
conclusion, stretching into prime time. 

The last time golf was in prime time on a network? 
The U.S. Open, when Woods birdied the last hole to 
force a playoff. 

The overnight rating for Bay Hill was the highest 
for any golf tournament since the U.S. Open. It even 
topped the two majors last summer that Woods didn’t 
play. The rating peaked for the final 30 minutes, 
when Woods took the outright lead for the first time 
in 286 days, gave it right back with a bogey, then 
made his final birdie for the one-shot victory. 

There have been some significant moments in golf 
since Woods had surgery after the U.S. Open. 
Padraig Harrington won consecutive majors at Royal 
Birkdale and Oakland Hills. Anthony Kim emerged 
as a rising star.

MARTINSVILLE, Virginia 
(AP) — Jimmie Johnson 
nudged Denny Hamlin aside 
in the third and fourth turns 
with 15 laps to go and gave 
team owner Rick Hendrick a 
perfect place to celebrate the 
25th anniversary of his first 
victory in NASCAR’s premier 
series: Victory Lane. 

Johnson, dubbed “Mr. 


Martinsville” by Jeff Gordon, 
lived up to his moniker, 
winning for the fifth time 
in the last six races on the 
smallest, trickiest track in the 
series. It was his sixth victory 
at the 0.526-mile oval, second 
only to Gordon’s seven among 
active drivers. 

Hamlin, the defending race 
champion, never challenged 
Johnson after he slid high into 
the banking after the bump and 


pass, and his winless streak 
extended to 32 races. 

Hamlin finished second, 
followed by Tony Stewart, 
Gordon and Clint Bowyer. 

The victory was the 18th 
for Hendrick Motorsports at 
Martinsville, where a victory 
by Geoff Bodine 25 years ago 
gave the fledgling company a 
needed boost, and the 10th in 
the last 13 races. Johnson has 
won six of those, and Gordon 
has won the other four. 
Johnson’s 41st career victory 
came after it looked like 
Hamlin had outfoxed him. 

The Virginia native ducked 
inside Johnson on a restart 
with 45 laps to go, gaining the 
position he needed to take the 
lead, and held it through three 
restarts before Johnson caught 
him on the backstretch on the 


485th lap. From the outside, 
Hamlin tried to cut down in 
front of Johnson, bringing the 
contact that sent him sideways 
up the banking. 

Johnson gathered control 
and grabbed the lead, while 
Hamlin kept his car from 
hitting the wall and tried to 
give chase, but Johnson pulled 
away easily and coasted to 
victory. 

“He tried to put the squeeze 
on me and I was up on the 
curb and sliding and we got 
together,” Johnson said in 
Victory Lane, before getting a 
bear hug from Hendrick. 
Hamlin said he bore Johnson 
no ill will, but will look forward 
to exacting his revenge. 

“I would have done the same 
to him and if it comes back 
around, I will do the same 


thing,” he said. “It’s just the 
way it is. At Martinsville, 
you’ve got to battle for every 
inch.” 

For Johnson, the finish was 
not surprising considering his 
record at Martinsville, but it 
was since Hamlin and Gordon 
had dominated the first 428 
laps. Gordon led 147 early, 
and Hamlin led almost all of 
the rest until emerging second 
with 72 laps remaining. 
Gordon, who started on the 
pole for the eighth time at the 
track when qualifying was 
rained out and the starting 
lineup was set on points, ran 
in the top five for most of the 
day, but still saw his winless 
streak extend to a career-high 
47 races. 

He did remain the points leader 
by 89 over Bowyer.Q 
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Serena Williams advances 
at Sony Ericsson Open

KEY BISCAYNE, Florida 
(AP) — Top-ranked Serena 
Williams twice lost five 
games in a row Monday 
but finished with a flourish 
and beat China’s Zheng Jie 
7-5, 5-7, 6-3 to reach the 
quarterfinals at the Sony 
Ericsson Open. 

Serena Williams, seeking a 
record sixth Key Biscayne 
title and her third in a row, 
smacked an ace with her 
final swing, then raised a 
fist and began to pogo. 

One, two, three, four times 
she hopped, showing 
uncommon exuberance over 
reaching the quarterfinals in 
a tournament she dominates. 
But survival is something 
to celebrate, and Williams 
barely made it out of the 
fourth round. 

“I was just happy to get 
through it,” Williams said, 
“because at one point I hit 
a ball into the bottom of the 
net and I thought, ‘Wow, 
I haven’t done this since I 
was a junior.’ ... I wasn’t 
playing great.” 

Also reaching the final eight 
was No. 5-seeded Venus 
Williams, who staged her 
own narrow escape to beat 
Agnieszka Radwanska 4- 


6, 6-1, 6-4. The Williams 
sisters could renew their 
sibling rivalry in the 
semifinals Thursday. 

“I haven’t seen any of 
Venus’ matches here, so I 
should try to catch up on a 
few of those,” Serena said. 
“I know she had a tough 
match today, and I followed 
suit.” 

Serena’s reign was in 
danger when she fell behind 
love-2, 15-40 serving in the 
third set, but she rallied to 
take the lead, then swept 
the final eight points. 

She won despite being 
broken six times and 
committing 43 unforced 
errors. 

Venus’ earlier match 
followed a similar script. 
She shanked overheads. 
She double-faulted three 
times in the final game. She 
grimaced and frowned and 
dropped her racket as if she 
wanted nothing more to do 
with it. 

But the elder Williams 
picked up her racket — and 
her game when it mattered 
most. 

“Fortunately I’ve had 
experiences like that 
before,” Venus said. “I 
know how to get through 
it.” 


The Williams sisters 
are the lone remaining 
players ranked in the 
top seven. Among those 
eliminated Monday were 
Olympic champion Elena 
Dementieva of Russia 
and two-time Grand Slam 
winner Amelie Mauresmo 
of France, who lost to 
unseeded Australian 

Samantha Stosur 6-4, 6-4. 
On the men’s side, where 
there have been no big 
surprises, top-ranked 
Rafael Nadal reached the 
fourth round by beating 
Portuguese qualifier 

Frederico Gil 7-5, 6-3. No. 
4-seeded Andy Murray 
defeated Nicolas Massu of 
Chile 6-4, 6-4. 

Venus Williams was playing 
for the third day in a row, 
and she looked weary in the 
warm, sunny weather. 

“I was hitting really well 
in the practice,” she said. 
“I came out and things 
weren’t going the way I 
imagined they would. But 
that’s tennis.” 

After dropping the first set, 
she began to move better 
and won 11 of the next 13 
games. 

The No. 10-seeded 
Radwanska nearly 

overcame a 5-1 deficit in

the third set. In the final 
game Williams fell behind 
love-40, but erased three 
break points that would 
have made the score 5-all. 
“Oh, that’s always fun,” 
Williams said. “Every now 
and then, everybody has 
those kinds of matches. ... I 
just had a lot of errors. Just 
errors, errors.” 

Williams finished with 40 
unforced errors but also had 
43 winners. She hit 11 aces, 
the last on the final point. 
While Venus Williams is a 
three-time Key Biscayne 
champion, she hasn’t won 
the title since 2001 and 
hasn’t been to a semifinal 
since 2005. 

“I feel good. I feel 
confident,” she said. “I’ve 
been playing very well in 
the last few months.” 

Her quarterfinal opponent 
will be No. 26-seeded 
Iveta Benesova of Czech 


Republic, who swept No. 19 
Anabel Medina Garrigues 
of Spain 6-4, 6-1. 

The No. 4-seeded 
Dementieva lost to 18-year- 
old Caroline Wozniacki 7- 
5, 6-4. Wozniacki, the first 
Danish woman to crack 
the top 20, has reached 
a career-high 12th in the 
rankings while benefiting 
from recent workouts in Las 
Vegas with Andre Agassi’s 
former trainer, Gil Reyes. 
“It feels amazing to me 
that I’m the No. 12 in the 
world,” she said. “As a 
little girl growing up I was 
always watching everyone 
on TV, the top 20 players, 
and I wanted to be that girl 
as well.”Q

The Americans won the 
Ryder Cup. Phil Mickelson 
rediscovered his game just in 
time to greet Woods’ return. 
Even so, nothing makes golf 
as compelling as Woods 
winning, especially with some 
back-nine theatrics on display 
at Bay Hill. 

Sean O’Hair could only watch. 
He lost a five-shot lead at the 
start of the day and wound 
up in the company of others 
whom Woods has beaten with 
clutch putts. 

Ernie Els felt like swimming 
home to South Africa after 
Woods dropped in a 40-foot 
birdie putt to win a playoff 
at Kapalua. Who can forget 
Chris DiMarco, crouched on 
the side of the 18th green at 
Augusta National, looked up 
at Woods and down at his 
feet, almost afraid to watch as 
Woods made a 15-foot birdie 
to win a playoff. 

Rocco Mediate was in the 
scoring trailer when Woods 
bounced in a birdie putt at 
Torrey Pines to force a playoff 
at the U.S. Open. Same for 
Bart Bryant last year at Bay 
Hill when Woods made a 25- 
foot putt on the last hole for a 
one-shot victory. 

O’Hair, who had missed a 40- 
foot attempt moments earlier, 
was torn between that sinking 
feeling of Woods about to 
deliver another highlight, 
and preparing himself for a 
playoff in the rare case that 
Woods missed. 

“I’m trying to compete against 
Tiger,” O’Hair said. “It’s not 
like it’s ‘The Tiger Show’ and 
I’m just out there to watch 
him. And I think that’s the one 
thing the media thinks about 
the guys out here, and it’s not 
about that. 

“We’re trying to win golf 
tournaments,” he said. “And 
he just happens to be that 
good.” 

Woods doesn’t make them all. 
He couldn’t make anything 


in the final round of the 
Masters the last two years 
when he finished second to 
Zach Johnson, then Trevor 
Immelman. He had the second- 
longest PGA Tour winning 
streak (seven events) until he 
missed a 4-foot par against 
Nick O’Hem in match play, 
and lost on the next hole. 

The most memorable miss 
was that 15-foot par putt in 
2005 at the Byron Nelson 
Championship, which ended 
his record PGA Tour cut streak 
that had stretched over seven 
years and 142 tournaments.□

LIMA (AP) - El abogado del ex presidente 
Alberto Fujimori dijo el lunes que no se ha 
probado con certeza la responsabilidad del 
ex mandatario en dos matanzas, por lo que 
pidio al tribunal que lo juzga que lo absuelva 
por insuficiencia de pruebas, de la misma 
manera que el presidente Alan Garcia nunca 
fue responsabilizado por dos masacres de 
campesinos en los anos 80. 

Al concluir el lunes la presentacion de 
sus alegatos, Cesar Nakazaki dijo que una 
absolucion es el “unico camino” del tribunal, 
por cuanto, afirmo, no se ha podido comprobar 
“en el grado de certeza” que Fujimori ordeno 
una guerra sucia contra los grupos subversivos, 
y que autorizo la comision de las matanzas de 
Barrios Altos (1991) y La Cantuta (1992) por 
parte del escuadron de aniquilamiento Colina.
